Abolished by Hon. W. W. Dudley U. S. 


Commissioner of Pensions. 


The Decatur Government Examiuin 


Board, established by the commissione 
of pensions on April 1st, 1S82, is no more 
Personal letters hove bee^rceived from 
Commissioner Dudley tltHkt has been 
decided to abolish the boJySjaf Decatur. 
Only that and nothing more, and there 
fore the services of the official examiners 
Dr. Irn B. Curtis, Dr. R. L. Walston one 
Dr. S. J. Bnmstead, are no longer re 
quired by the department. Since Apri 
the board has made careful examination! 
of all applicants for pensions that havi 
been sent to them from neighboring 
counties. The number examined by the 
board- is about 300. For awhile each 
member of the board received $1 for each 
person examinee!, and about six months 
ago the amount was increased by law to 
82 each. 


The papers of the board have beei: 


turned over to Postmaster Lytle by Dr 
Curtis, and they will be forwarded to the 
department at Washington at once. 


In this connection it may be of interes 


to state that Dr. Curtis has been the offi- 
cial examining surgeon in Decatur since 
1863, a period of 20 years, and during 
that time he has examined, all told, 1045 
ex-soldiers applying for pensions or for 
increase of pensions. The Doctor has a 
stack of letters in his possession from va- 
rious sources complimenting him on the 
mpartial manner in which he has per- 
formed his duties. Decatur is a central 
point, easy of access by reason of the ex- 
iellent railway facilities, and no doubt 
;he department will appoint a physician 
here to perform the duties of examining 
surgeon. No doubt the board was con- 
sidered a little expensive. This is regu- 
lar examining day for the board that was 
out is not, and many ex-soldiers have 
been in the city for the purpose of under- 
going an examination.

The investigation thus far 
shows the assets to corisiafc ot same office 
furniture and a cord or more of circulars 
The liabilities cannot be ascertained ai 
present, but it is not likely the concern 
will pay anything. Mr. Collier, the man 
ager, has been absent in Chicago since 
the receiver was appointed, where he is 
interested in a similar institution known 
as the Union Benefit Association. The 
Indiana concern has been doing business 
in Illinois, Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Mississippi, Missouri nnd Alabama."

tne Union Depot Last NlRht.

Yesterday a funeral party arrived in 


Decatur and registered at the St. Nicholaa 
Hotel. It comprised John Orr, aged 74; 
A. M. Orr, Frank Orr and wife.M. L. Orr 
and wife, John G. Orr and wife, and 
David Orr, all of Mt. Sterling, 111., and 
Wm. Orr and wife, and George Seaborne 
and wife, all of Perry, 111. These parlies 
were accompanied to tho city by the 
remains of Mrs. Orr, who died recently 
at tho age of 101 years. Shs was the 
mother of the Orr brothers and Mrs. 
Seaborne. The remains were to be taken 
to Deerfield, Ohio, for burial, and at ten 
o'clock the party got on the street car at 
the hotel to go to the depot to go east on 
the Wabash train at 10:iO. At the New 
Deming Hotel a Christian church preach- 
er named Rev. Hoddy, whose home is at 
Atwood, in Douglas county, got on the 
car. He was accompanied by four ladies. 
While the party was leaving the car at 
the Union depot John Orr was relieved 
of his pocket-book containing |42 in cash 
and a through ticket to Columbus, Ohio.

suf- 


ferings of helpless women and children 
who are the greatest victims of the liquor 
traffic and are more anxious to secure the 
political support of its friends and patrons 
than they are to promote the moral, social 
and commercial prosperity of the com- 
monwealth.

NICE, FRANCE, Feb. 25—We arrived 


here from Paris via Marseilles to- 
day after a delightful stop of a day 
at the latter city, Here we find this 
great winter resort crowded with 
fashionable visitors from all over the 
world. 
We took a walk this morn- 


ing along the fashionable promenade 
by the sea shore and it was a eight 
long to be remembered. 
Everything 


is tropical here, and oranges and 
other tropical fruits are growing ev- 
erywhere. We are much pleased so 
far with our southern tour. This 
afternoon we start for Monte Carlo. 
The weather is like summer, and a 
sun umbrella is a necessity. 


PISA, 
ITALY, Feb. 26.—We left 


Nice yesterday and had a delightful 
ride of an hour along the sea by rail 
to the famous rosort, Monte Carlo, 
in the little kingdom of Monaco. 
All the way here the shore is lined 
with magnificent villas and hotels, 
looking out on the sea. This little 
kingdom of 
Monaco, 
16 
miles 


square, is governed by the Prince of 
Monaco, with a standing army of 50 
men, whose princely revenues are de- 
rived from the gambling done here. 
The whole tract is covered with 
elegant hotels and lovely gardens, 
and the Prince has selected the most 
prominent and picturesque site for 
the temple in which the principal 
gambling is carried on. 
During my 


visits to the castles and palaces of 
royalty in England and France I 
saw nothing to compare with the 
lavish expenditure of money in the 
way of ornamentation and decoration 
to be found here. 
The temple is di- 


vided into three great parts. First, 
a grand promenade hall; second, the 
concert hall; and finally, the most 
important of all, the gambling rooms. 
Here money seems to be of no value. 
Princes, lords, and titled gentlemen 
and ladies constitute the bulk of the 
patrons. The great game is roulette, 
played on tables which will accom- 
modate about 25 players. 
The table 


has a wheel in the center, and as the 
master of ceremonies gives it a whirl 
those around the table place their 
money upon the differ&nt numbers 
painted on the green table cover, and 
wait for the wheel to stop to see who 
wins. Thousands are won and lost 
at every turn of the wheel. I stood 
by the side of a man and saw him 
lose 24,000 francs (nearly $5,000) in 
two turns of the wheel, and he did 
not even change color. 
A great 


many play all day, and none bet less 
than a thousand francs at a time. 
We were pointed to an English lady 
who is said to have won a million 
francs in the last week. 
Truly this 


is the gambler's paradise. 
As many 


ladies as gentlemen aro playing, and 
of all ages, from the damsel of 20 to 
the dowager of 75. We attended tho 


m. 
But thore have

borers into idleness, and will induce 
small farmers in tho middle States 
to abandon tlio raising of wool. 
It 


is a rare thing in the history of any 
nation to be able to repeal taxes 
yielding $75,000,000 a year. It is a 
pity that tho opportunity to confer 
so great a blessing should be the oc- 
casion of doing hnrm to any one. 
No one will be better pleased than I 
if my fears prove groundless. 
We 


must make the best of it, with the 
hope that the great reductions made 
in the rates of duty will still leave 
enough to protect our citizens from 
grinding competition with foreign 
labor.
